PARIS, July 23,—Mme.

Austro-Hungarian Govt. Sends 
‘Note on Relations of 
Countries

BELGRADE, July 28.—The servian 
goverament received tonight a note 
from ‘the Austro-Hungarian govern- 
ment bearing on the relations between 
the stwo countries, and dealing 
directly with the assassination at 
at Sarayevo on June 28th of Archduke 
Francis Ferdinand, heir to the Aus- 
trian throne. 

The note reviews the relations with 
Servia since 1909, and complains that 
although the Servian government 
promised loyalty to the Austro-Hun- 
garian government, it has failed to 
suppress troubles and that this 
tolerance has incited the Servian peo- 
ple to hatred of the Austro-Hungarian 
monarchy, and contempt for its in- 
stitutions. 

This, says the note, culminated in 
the Sarayevo assassinations, which are 
proved by depositions and confessions 


of the perpetrators to have been 
hatched at Belgrade, the arms end 
explosives having been supplic by 
the connivance of Servian  efficers 
and functionaries, 

“The Austro-Hungarian yvovern 
ment,'’ continues the note, “is unable

Norfolk, Va., July 23.—In his an- 
nual address before the biennial con- 
vention of the Ancient Hibernians 
here yesterday, President James d. 
Regan reviewed the political situation

home rule,” he sald, “arousing wher- 
ever possible racial prejudices and re- 
ligious bigotry.”

In his statement on the general 
condition of the order, President Re- 
gan asserted “It was becoming more 
powerful as a preserving agent for the 
safety of the republic.”
